Congress Wants Georgia Paper, 
Made of Slash Pine, Preserved 


SAVANNAH, Ga., April 8.—(#)— 
History was made and the dream of 
a patient scientist came true in So- 
perton, Ga., recently with the print- 
ing of a newspaper on paper made of 
Georgia slash pine pulp and now 
there is a cry in congress to preserve 


copies for posterity. 


The Soperton News, a weekly, has 
the distinction of being first to use a- 
newsprint that some observers predict 
will revolutionize the paper-making 
industry. 

Dr. Charles Holmes Herty, former 
president of the American Chemical 
Society and a native of Milledgeville, 
Ga., produced the paper after months 
of patient, painstaking experimenta- 
tion in his labvratory here. 

H. M. Flanders, editor of the So- 
perton News, lent valuable co-opera- 
tion and his paper was chosen to 
bring about fulfillment of the dream 
Dr. Herty had nourished for years. 

That: edition of the News was a 
home-town product indeed. The pine 
trees of which the newsprint was 
made were grown on the outskirts of 
the town by James Fowler. He start- 
ed planting slash pine seedlings in 
1926 and now has 1,500,000 trees un- 
der cultivation. 

Representative Homer C. Parker, of 
Statesboro, Ga., called Dr. Herty’s ac- 
complishment to the attention of con- 


gress and exhibited a copy of the So- 
+ ape News on the floor the other 
day. 

When he finished speaking, Repre- 
sentative Keeler. of Illinois, said pro- 
visions should be made for preserving 
copies of the edition for future gen- 
erations to see. 

Representative Parker made much 
of the fact that the paper was made 
of trees only seven years old. Some 
experts maintain that factor, alone. 
will revolutionize the newsprint in- 
dustry. because many years are re- 
quired fur the growing of trees used 
heretofore. 

Within seven yeafs Fowler’s trees 
grew to a height of 12 feet and were 
seven inches in diameter a foot from 
the ground and four inches at the 
top. Fowler has pines growing on 
7,000 acres, much on land on which 
he formerly raised corn and cotton at 
a loss. 

The recent session of the Georgia 
legislature appropriated $20,000 for 
Dr. Herty to use in advancing his ex- 
periments but Governor Talmadge ve- 
toed it. He explained his action with 
the statement that the state farm ex- 
periment station at Tifton “can study 
logs as well as anybody.” 

The veto aroused civie organiza- 
tions in the state to pledge their sup- 
port to Dr. Herty. The experimenta- 
tion is being continued despite the loss 
of the appropriation.

At all the frontier stations border- 
ing on Germany one sees groups of 
refugees fleeing from the Reich and 
trying to gain admission in more hos 
pitable countries. I noticed several 
parties of tired and exhausted men

[ was assured, they had been nego- 
tiating with the Swiss authorities for 
several days. No “country is in the 
mood at the present time to admit 
immigrants. There is the natural fear 
that they will become charges on 
the public exchequer. This is the rea- 
son of the delay in admitting refugees 
from Germany. 

In France. fortunately, the process 
is speeded up. A committee was im- 
mediately set up by the government 
to deal with the emergency situation 
and some of the usual immigration 
formalities dispensed with. This morn- 
ing I saw a party of 85 German Jews 
arriving in Paris and. being dealt 
with by the immigration directors. 
They were through in half an hour’s 
time. While waiting I listened to their 
tale of woe.

ARE PAID TRIBUTE 
AT CAPITAL RITES 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—(@)— 

hile the muted notes of “taps” 
echoed through the lofty Washington 
cathedral in requiem for the 78 who 
died in the Akron’s plunge, the Rt. 
Rey. James E. Freeman, Episcopal 
bishop of Washington, today paid 
them tribute as having maintained 
“the unfailing tradition which we in- 
evitably associate with men of the 
navy.” 

Scores of comrades of the men who 
died, enlisted men and high officers 
of the army and navy, Secretary 
Swanson among them, offered prayers 
during the special memorial service 
for the victims of the greatest airship 
tragedy this country has seen. 

An entire section of the cathedral’s 
great choir was filled solidly with 
service men. Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt of the navy, Admiral Wil- 
liam V. Pratt, chief of naval opera- 
tions; members of the senate and 
house naval committees and Mrs. 
John N. Garner, wife of the vice pres- 
ident, were among the throng that 
filled the church.

Late yesterday, after the jury had 
taken Patterson’s case, Judge Hor- 
ton granted severances for the other 
defendants and the trial of Charlie 
Weems was set for April 17 after 
counsel had entered a plea of not 
guilty for him. Only seven of the 
original group of nine negroes charged 
with the attack are involved in the 
retrials. The other two were held to 
be juveniles and their cases await 
further investigation. 


Defense Spreads Mob Rumor. 

After the spreading of numerous 
rumors that mobs were forming here, 
for which authorities insisted there 
was no foundation, members of coun- 
sel for the negroes asserted yesterday 
that fiery crosses had flamed on Ala- 
bama’s hills the previous night and 
that they believed their lives were 
threatened. A joint statement by Jos- 
eph R. Brodsky, of New York, a de- 
fense attorney and Leibowitz assert- 
ed that the burning of the crosses fol- 
lowed a remark in court that day by 
Solicitor Wright that witnesses for 
the defense were being “bought with 
Jew money.” The statement added 
that “only the presence of the nation- 
al guard prevented a mob from en- 
tering Decatur.” 

Brodsky is one of the attorneys en- 
gaged by the International Labor De- 
fense to defend the negroes. 

Ruby's Reappearance. 

The latter part of Patterson’s trial 
also was featured by the dramatic ap- 
pearance of Ruby Bates, who had been 
missing from ber home for some time. 
Saying she had just arrived from a 
hitch-hiking trip to New York, Ruby 
repudiated the testimony she gave in 
the original trials two years ago. She 
denied that she had been attacked 
and said she had not seen Mrs, Price 
molested by the negroes as they rode 
through north Alabama aboard 4a 
freight train on which the two wom- 
en were hoboing their way home aft- 
er seeking work in Tennessee. 

Prosecuting Attorneys, headed by

Chairman Steagall, of the house 
banking committee, said today he 
would hold a conference with Senator 
Glass, democrat, Virginia, co-sponsor 
of the legislation, and members of 
the senate banking subcommittee that 
has drafted the measure, before the 
bill actually is presented to congress. 

“While there is a difference in some 
details dealing with state banks,” the 
Alabama democrat said, “Senator 
Glass and I are in accord on the 
principle of the bill. The bill I shall 
introduce probably will differ slightly 
from the senate measure, but I want 
them as near alike as possible when 
they are introduced. 

“The administration favors’ the 
principle of the proposed legislation 
and the differences will be worked 
out satisfactorily during the consid- 
eration of the bill, I am confident.” 

Steagall said the legislation, based 
on the Glass banking reform bill and 
his own measure guaranteeing bank 
deposits—both of which failed in the 
last congress—would be pressed for 
quick action. 

Besides requiring banks to separate 
themselves from securities affiliates 
and increasing the minimum capital 
for national banks from $25,000 to 
$50,000, the legislation sets up a 
$2,000,000,000 cérporation to guaran- 
tee deposits in federal reserve member 
banks. It would not, however, be a 
government guarantee. The corpora- 
tion is to be based on the provision 
in the Glass bill for a_ liquidation 
corporation to aid closed banks.

When a player in a Bridge game 
holds a Yarborough—that is, no card 
higher than a 9-spot—and one of his 
opponents is the Declarer, he is gen- 


f| erally relieved from practically all re- 


sponsibility for the defense. and thus 
is placed in a good postion to observe 
the relative skill of his partner und 
the Declarer in utilizing the attack- 
ing and defensive play of the cards. 

In the hand below. which was play- 
ed at contract of four spades, doubled. 
the burden of finding a method of de 
feating the contract rested wholly 
upon South. after his partner had 
made an Opening lead of the suit 
which he had bid and rebid.

take. When they reached the contract 
of four spades, he, of course, doubled 
to retain his self-respect. , 

The Opening lead was the heart 4. 
which South won with the King and 
returned the Ace, the Declarer win- 
ning with a trump. Two rounds of 
trumps were then led, the second being 
won in Dummr. This left North with 
one trump. A club was now led 
which South won, and he was brought 
face to face with the realization of the 
fact that defeating the contract would 
require the most accurate play. If 
West held all of the remaining trumps 
and North held the diamond Queen, 


an immediate diamond lead would be 
the only way to save the game: but 
if North held another tump, South 
could save the game by the remark- 
able play of first clearing the oone 
nents’ suit an? then giving the 
clarer a ruff and a discard. 

Fortunately. North, with his Yar- 
borough, had aided the defense a lit- 
tle by showing that he had three 
trumps by ‘irst playing the 6 and then 
the $. Guided by this and also by 
West's strong bidding, South there- 
fore led the Ace of Clubs and return- 
ed a heart. Th: Declarer was “on the 
spot.” It was useless to ruff a heart 
in the Dummy because the outstand- 
ing trump could not be drawn. 
West ruffed in his own hand he could 
get but one diamond discard. This, of 
course, he did. and the contract was 
defeated 1 trick. due not only to bril- 
liant defensive play by South but to 
proper trump play by North, which 
pointed the way to an unusual but 
safe defense. 

The play of both opponents and De- 
clarer was flawless. Sach did the 
best with the cards he held.

Pope’s Faith in Triumph of Peace 
Is Expressed in Palm Sunday Talk 


VATICAN CITY. April 9.—()—A 
faith that the divine hand guiding the 
destiny of man will during the holy 
year bring peace to the world was 
expressed today by Pope Pius in re- 
ceiving 180 emploves of the Marconi 
Company in the Clementine hall. 

His reception of the workers was 
the only publi: appearance of the 
lay for his holiness. Meanwhile 
dozens ef races and nationalities were 
represented at Palm Sunday services 
in St. Peter's, ushering in the most 
volorful holy week ceremonies the Ro- 
man Catholic church has held in more 
than three-score. years. 

The advancemént of electricity, the 
pope said, is due to the guiding hand. 
which hence is responsible for the de- 
velopment of the “marvelous ma- 
chines” of this age. 

Pilgrims from the four corners of 
the world joined the devout of Rome 
in commemorating the nineteen hun- 
dredth anniversary of Christ’s entry 
into Jerusalem. Joseph Louis Wei, 
Chinese schoolmaster, had come the 
whole distance from Singapore on 
foot. 

Rome’s great cathedrals of St. 
John Lateran, St. Paul's and St. Mary 
Major were crowtled, while many of 
the holy year visitors chose to attend 
services in others of the ancient city’s 
400 churches. 

The traditional palm branches, rem- 
iniscent of those the people of Jeru- 


salem strewed in the path of Jesus as 
he rode into the city on an ass, were 
presented yesterday to the pope by x 
member of the Bresca family of 
Genoa. 

In his eleventh year as a successor 
of Peter, Pope Pius has embarked 
upon an excepticnally strenuous pe- 
riod of work. Last month he pre- 
sided over two consistcries and eight 
days ago he inaugurated the holy vear 
program that wil! demand his pres- 
ence at numerous public ceremonies. 

His holine: enjoys excellent health 
despite his nearly 76 years of age and 
the strain to which an extraordinari- 
ly active administration has put him.

LEGALIZED BEER 
SPURS BUSINESS 
10 IMPROVEMENT 


Spring Weather and Near- 
ing of Easter Also Prove 
Buoyant Factors as In- 
dustry Shows ‘Gains. 


By HIRAM HERTELL 

NEW YORK, April 9.—(4#)—The 
emotional and practical lift of beer, 
coinciding with improved weather and 
the approach of Easter furnished the 
backgroun, for fresh business opti- 
mism during the past week. 

While it was still too early to 
measure the enduring results of the 
3.2 legislation. reports from many 
cities indicated that the foaming 
seidel had an immediate and favor- 
able effect on employment and man- 
ufacturing in those lines supplying 
the brewing and affiliated lines, 

Business as a whole, while natur- 
ally spotty appeared to have return- 
ed to about the level prior to the 
banking holiday 
The most significant recoveries dur- 
ing the past week were shown in the 
statistics indicating a more than sea- 
sonal improvement in freight traffic 
and steel production. 

Carloadings. as reported for the 
week ended April 1, stood at 494,588 
cars, an increase of 18,738 cars over 
the previous week. While this rep- 
resented a drop of 9.2 per cent below 
the corresponding period a year ago, 
the report is encouraging in that the 
preceding week showed a decline of 
15.1 per cent under last year. 

A broadening consumption in mis- 
cellaneous manufacturing industries, 
and to a greater extent by automobile 
makers, has increased steel produc- 
tion 2 points to 17 1-2 per cent of 
capacity, according to the magazine 
Steel, 

Electric power production, amount- 
ing to 1,402,142,000 kilowatt hours, 
for the week of April 1, was off 
slightly from the preceding seven 
days, but in certain aspects the show- 
ing was favorable. 

Retail sales throughout the coun- 
try reflected the spur of improved 
weather and the pre-Easter demand. 

As a whole sales during the past 
seven days made the best showing 
since September, according to Dun 
and Bradstreet. 

One of the outstanding current de- 
velopments is the enlarged demand 
for the more expensive items of mer- 
chandise. Trade reviews maintain 
that the buying of luxury goods pro- 
vides conclusive evidence that shop- 
pers believe that present prices may 
not be available again for a long 
time,

U.S. Jews Ask League 
For Race Homeland 


NEW YORK, April 9.—(4)—The 


administrative committee of the Zion- 


ist organization” of America decided 


today to appeal to the League of Na-| 


tions and the United States to under- 
take a comprehensive ‘plan for the 
settlement of Jews in Palestine. 

“The tragic occurrences in Ger- 
many,” the committee said in a state- 
ment, “serve to place the Jewish 
problem in its specific aspect as an 
international question upon the agen- 
da for immediate consideration. The 
new German government, disregard- 
ing constitutional rights of individ- 
uals and of groups, deliberately and 
without shame has adopted a relent- 
less policy of depriving its Jewish cit- 
izens of all classes of their funda- 
mental civic, political and economic 
rights. 

“Thousands of expatriated Jews 
clutter the highways of Europe, pre- 
senting a spectacle of human suffer- 
ing shocking to humanity and civiliza- 
tion. These conditions of mass despair 
and hopelessness, affecting countless 
Jews, must receive the immediate at- 
tention not only of organized Jewry 
but also of every civilized nation im- 
bued with feelings of humanity. 

“Since the disturbing problem is 
not of Jewish making and it affects 
the life of all nations, this is a mat- 
ter which demands international ac- 
tion.” 

Details of the plan have not yet 
been completed.

Arthur Lyman prominent industrial- 
ist and long active in politics, died at 
his home here today in his seventy- 
second year.
